We have 
made so many wonderful 
friends because of meeting 
them in different volunteer 
jobs,” she told the News 
Monday. 

Peterson broke down mo¬ 
mentarily during her accept¬ 
ance speech at the dinner 
Thursday, noting the absence 
of her husband, Charles, who 
is hospitalized in Arcadia 
Methodist following surgery. 

The “different volunteer 
jobs” Peterson referred to 
are many and varied, begin¬ 
ning with her volunteer baby¬ 
sitting for the Mother’s Club 
in Sierra Madre when she 
was 12 years old. She began 
teaching children ages 2 and 
4 in Sunday School when 
she was IS and continued 
for 15 years. 

She was block mother 
during WWII, a charter mem¬ 
ber of Civic Club in which 
she helped organize operation 
of loaning toys. Peterson 
was PTA president in 1945- 
46 and Girl Scout leader 
from 1947 to 1974. She was 
also Brownie leader for three 
years and intermediate leader 
for three. 

The “Citizen” was on the 
Sierra Madre Girl Scout 
Council for five years and 
was Eagle Scout mother in 
1954. She has belonged to 
the Volunteer Firemen Wives’ 
group from 1961 to ’77, and 
was president of the Histor¬ 
ical Society from 1976-78, 


and on the board from ’76 
to ’83. 

Peterson served as Sierra 
Madre Centennial chairman 
and on the Commission on 
Aging in 1981. She has been 
volunteer chairman, secretary, 
public relations and ways 
and means for Sierra Madre 
Hospital Auxiliary, and is 
one of the first members to 
be a part of Beautification 
Committee. She was co- 
chairman for the July 4 cele¬ 
bration in 1982, and was 
chairman of the New Year’s 
Eve Community Party in both 
1981 and 1982. 

Peterson’s involvement 
in Sierra Madre never seems 
to cease. 

In 1944 she and her husband 
started Mama Pete’s Nursery 
School and the school “grew 
like Topsie,” she says, so in 
1949 they bull their school 
building in the rear of their 
home. They have continued 
to grow through the years so 
now they have four teachers, a 
cook and a housekeeper serv¬ 
ing 24 children enrolled. 

“Many of the children 
have grown to return with 
their own children,” Peterson 
explains. 

She grew up in Sierra Madre 
and met her husband when 
she was 10, dated him for 
a year before they were mar¬ 
ried when she was 18. They 
have two children, a son Dan 
and a daughter Muriel, and 
five grandchildren.

The balanced budget was 
achieved in several ways. 
Expenditures for the first 
6 months have been under 
the preliminary budget fig¬ 
ures in most departments 
and the council made fur¬ 
ther reductions in previously 
budgeted capital expendi¬ 
ture items for equipment. 

In addition, $54,341 was 
transferred from the capitol 
project reserve fund. This 
reserve fund has been built 
up over the years. Federal 
revenue sharing funds have 
been used to fund exiienditures 
and the council has endea¬ 
vored to save approximately 
equal amounts for further 
needed capitol projects. It 
was this reserve fund that 
allowed us to improve the 


city yard facilities and the 
library parking lot. 

We now find under present 
circumstances we must draw 
from this fund to balance 
the budget. 

In addition, $108,074 is 
being collected from the Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment Agency 
which is owed to the city for 
administrative services; sala¬ 
ries, utilities, rent, insurance, 
etc. provided in past years. 
This leaves $90,000 still owed 
for prior services and $120,- 
000 for cash advances to the 
agency during its formation 
and early operations. 

The remaining transfers 
of $334,434 indicated in the 
budget review are obligations 
of several funds to the general

Because two out of three California chil¬ 
dren have not completed their primary Immu¬ 
nization series by their second birthday, ac¬ 
cording to surveys completed by the Infectious 
Disease Section of the State Department of 
Health Services, this month has been decreed 
Toddler Immunization Month. 

This year the target is children born in 
1981 and the campaign will develop Into an 
aimual one to be launched by private and public 
health sectors. 

After the first immunizations In Infancy, 
many mothers postpone the Immunizations 
needed after age one, or are not aware their 
child is unprotected without them. 

During the measles outbreak In California 
last year, 101 cases of measles occurred In 
children between age 15 months and 3 years. 

The toddler immunization guide is as 
follows:

1st birthday 3 DTP and 2 Polio Im¬ 
munizations 

15 months Measles, Mumps, Rubella

Should We Rename 
Mountains on the North? 

It was interesting to read 
the Letter to the Editor from 
Mr. G.W. Clawson in last 
week’s Sierra Madre News. 
One thing seems certain: 
Ken Allen, Mr. Clawson 
and many thousands of us 
share a love for the moun¬ 
tains directly to the north of 
the foothill cities of the San 
Gabriel Valley. We have hiked 
them, camped in them, ex¬ 
plored them, found peace 
and sanctuary there away 
from the crowds below. We 
have deeply appreciated their 
accessability to us and have 
realized what a special bonus 
that accessability is for people 
in this region. 

In the recent past in our 


city, there were some who 
fought for and rejoiced in 
the establishment of the Sima 
Madre Historical Wilderness 
Area and the Bailey Canyon 
Wilderness Park in 1967. 
Others, young and old, have 
built access trails and nature 
trails and done much to en¬ 
courage awareness and en¬ 
joyment of and responsibility 
for the natural wildlands so 
close at hand. Possibly we all 
think of these mountains as 
our own, but would not sug¬ 
gest that anyone have a mo- 
noply on them. 

Mr. Clawson states that, 
“There seems to be some 
confusion as to what they 
really are,” and “What the 
name is may be a quarrel 
forever...”. There should be 
no confusion and there should 


be no quarrel. 

Mr. Clawson should re¬ 
member that the padres were 
among the early Californians 
who callei^ the mountains 
“Sierra Madre.” It would 
be unfair to them to suppose 
that they were unacquainted 
with these mountains or that 
they loved them any less 
than we. 

If there is, indeed, a true 
and strong sentiment that 
the name of the mountains 
should revert to “Sierra Ma¬ 
dre,” then perhaps there is 
someone who would be in¬ 
terested in researching the 
possibility that such a name 
change be accomplished. 
It is a lovely name, and it 
is a lovely concept. 

Mr. Kenny Allen made a 
public challenge which I ac-

Midge Morash 

More About Names 
Of Mountains 

Enjoyed Midge Morash’s 
annotated term paper on the 
mountains. She, and all of 
you, can be thankful your 
place names tend to be in 
'one language, Spanish. And 
you should all also be aware 
of the inherent danger in 
researching the reason for 
place names, which can be 
quite as distressing as tracing 
the family tree too far. 

Spanish is generally, but 
not always, more moderate 
than French. It is not as color¬ 


ful as the language of those 
hardy pioneers. And a real 
problem exist when someone 
tries to trace an Indian word 
which was translated phone¬ 
tically by the French (or others) 
and then picked up carelessly 
by those speaking a semblance 
of English. For clarity, 1 
give you a few examples. 

There is no questioning 
what prompted naming Le 
Grande Tetons. Nor has the 
league of decency asked for 
a change of the name. Anglo 
Saxons, generally, are not 
leg men. 

Near Yuma, in Arizona, 
there is a geologic feature 
which prompted the early 
wagonmasters to name the 
place, now judiciously car¬ 
ried on the state highway 
maps as the S. H. Moun¬ 


tains. There is a movement 
to change the name. (No pun 
intended.) 

In Colorado, the early 
birds gave a descriptive name 
to a creek because of preva¬ 
lent insect life at the spot. In 
recent years, the more sophis¬ 
ticated citizenry changed the 
name creatively to Piceance 
Creek (and Piceance basin, 
wherein lies much oil shale). 
It is pronounced Pea’ ahnee, 
and no one knows why. 

Every school child in Iowa 
must study Iowa history, 
and learns that Iowa means 
“beautiful land” according 
to some unspecified Indian 
language. Only after I had 
left elective office did I report

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Decisions Affect Sierra Madreans 


Pasadena City Schools 
Face Dramatic Cuts 


A budget cut $4.1 million 
was proposed by Pasadena 
Unified School District 
Superintendent Ramon Cor- 
tines at last week’s school 
board meeting and the school 
administrator asked the board 
to give him the knife to carve 
away the roles of 90 teachers. 

Because the codes read 
that an initial notice of ter¬ 
mination by Mar. 15 is dic¬ 
tated, this does not mean 
that these teachers will actually 
be laid off, according to Dr. 
Peter Hagen. 

Hagen explains that the 
board disagreed with Cortines 


on the following points: get¬ 
ting rid of 6th period at the 
senior high school level; cut¬ 
ting half the deans at the 
senior high school level; and 
elimination of counseling 
services. 

The board agreed that 
Cortines could cut to one 
the principals (removing 
assistant principal for student 
services) and they also agreed 
to increase the class size of all 
classes, an increase of one 
youngster per grade level 
per class. 

Board members are only 
dealing with certificated em¬ 
ployees at this point. 


Resources are in question, 
Hagen explains, because at 
this point no one knows what 
decisions legislators will 
make concerning public 
schools. 

There are 22,500 students, 
K-12th grade—many of them 
Sierra Madreans — who will 
be affected by all the board’s 
decisions. 

Concerning reconfiguration, 
the Pasadena School Board 
approved Cortines’ recom¬ 
mendations that Sierra Madre 
Elementary School would 
be coterminous with the boun¬ 
dary of the city of Sierra 
Madre.

SPECIAL CARE NEEDED 
FOR FASHIONABLE SILK 

By Joo Dolgatto 

Silk is the fashion fabric 
of the year, its use going be- 
yond scarves and ties to 
dresses, blouses and suits — W 

But the thread of the 
ii^kworm, first cultivated 
ri>y the ancient Chinese and 
long admired for its special 
look and feel, needs special 
cleaning and handling care. 

“On the plus side, silk is very elastic and wrinkle 
resistant, and doesn’t soil easily,’’ advises Patricia 
Andersen of the International Fabricare Institute 
(IFI), the association of professional launderers and 
drycleaners. “On the minus side, the weaves can 
be prone to chafing or even splitting, especially 
when wet.” 

Even perspiration, Ms. Andersen says, can 
weaken the fabric enough to damage the surface 
fibers and give the material a dull, worn look. 

“This will happen anywhere the fabric has been 
flexed repeatedly,” she added. 

Moisture also can cause bleeding of some silk 
dyes and can disrupt fabric finishes enough to 
cause wrinkles or water spots, she noted. 

‘‘Professional drycleaners have equipment and 
techniques to restore silk fabric, but there’s only 
so much they can do,” said Charles R. Riggott, 
IFI executive vice president. 

Most silks aren’t washed because of silk’s aver¬ 
sion to water, and even drycleaning techniques have 
to be adapted to suit the fragile fabric. 

Care at home is needed as well. Spills must be 
blotted from the fabric with a towel, because rubbing 
the fabric when wet will damage the silk fibers. 

The IFI offers other hints to extend the good 
looks of the new silk fashions: 

— Strong light weakens and yellows the fabric 
and can fade many dyes and brighteners silk is 
treated with. So keep things stored in the dark. 

— Age and frequent ironing also yellow the 
fabric, and a too-hot iron can be damaging. Silk 
velvet shouldn’t be ironed at all, since ironing 
flattens the pile. 

— Strong chemicals found in many house¬ 
hold cleaning solutions will weaken or even dis¬ 
solve silk. Watch out for strong acids, such as in 
liquid drain cleaners, and alkalies such as ammonia 
or caustic soda. 

— Chloride salts — contained in deodorants, 
perspiration and salt water — will damage silk 
fibers. Chlorine bleach will, too, and can’t be used 
in whitening a yellowed white silk. 

The key to taking care of soiled or stained silk 
items, according to the IFI, is to have them cleaned 
as soon as possible. 

“Not only will dirt and stains set with age,” 
says Ms. Anderson, “But dirt attracts moths and 
insects that can attack the fabric finishes.”
